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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Robert Carlson on July 16, 2003. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 , line 8, after "solution" insert -are delivered— 

Cancel claims 4-6 

Claim 13, line 1, change "12" to -11— 
Cancel claims 14-15 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art taught or fairly suggested a method of making soot from which an optical fiber 
preform is made, including the step of delivering a non-aqueous liquid reactant and an 
aqueous solution to a single burner assembly prior to atomizing the non-aqueous liquid 
reactant and the aqueous liquid solution in combination with the steps recited in claim 1 . 

Also, none of the prior art taught or fairly suggested a method of making an 
optical fiber preform including the step of atomizing the non-aqueous liquid reactant and 
the aqueous solution to form an aerosol comprising a plurality of non-aqueous liquid 
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reactant droplets mixed with a plurality of liquid aqueous solution droplets in 
combination with the steps recited in claim 1 1 .
